World Council Plans Third Assembly November 18, 1960. 


(Geneva) - Christian leaders from all over the world will gather one year from to- 
day in New Delhi, India, for one of the major meetings of church leaders of this 
generation. 


From November 18 to December 6, 1961, the Indian capital will be the scene of 
the Third Assembly of the World Council of Churches, the major policy-making body 
of the international organization, whose 178 member churches represent an estimated 
315,000,000 of the world's Christians of the Protestant, Anglican, Orthodox and Old 
Catholic confessions. The Assembly theme will be “Jesus Christ - the Light of the 
World" P 


The Assembly will be the first meeting of this dimension eyer held by the 
Christian churches in Asia. Previous assemblies were held in Evanston, Ill., (USA) 
in 1954 and in Amsterdam, the Netherlands, where the world body was officially con- 
stituted in 1948, 


Preliminary plans for the international gathering, which are being worked out 
in co-operation with the National Council of Churches in India and other Asian church 
leaders, have been announced at WCC headquarters in Geneva, Switzerland. 


Participating will be more than 1,900 church leaders, of whom 625 will be the 
officially appointed delegates of the WCC 's 178 member churches in more than 50 
countries. The balance of the total figure will be composed of advisers, youth 
participants, fraternal delegates from national Christian councils and other world 
Christian bodies, observers and special guests. Among the observers will be 
representatives of the Roman Catholic Church and the Russian Orthodox Church. 
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The Assembly provides the major forum for ecumenical discussions and thinking 
for church leaders in the movement for Christian unity, which came into being a 
little more than half a century ago. 


Within the broad outline of its main theme the church leaders will focus at- 
tention on three associate themes of "Witness", "Service", and "Unity", dealing 
respectively with the taking of the Christian message to those outside the churches, 
Christian responsibility to the whole of society and mity among the churches. 


Section meetings on the three topics will produce reports for action by the 
entire Assembly and these and other decisions are expected to set the tone and 
direction for conversations within the ecumenical movement until the Fourth Assembly, 
to be held approximately six years later, 


At the same time the Assembly will develop the policy and general programme of 
the World Council itself during this period. 


A major event of the opening sessions will be actions designed to integrate 
the World Council and the International Missionary Council which are now working in 
Nassociation" . 


Church leaders have predicted that the integration of the work of these two 
bodies, which have been the two main organizations through which the churches’ work 
for mission and unity has been crystallized, will be one of the most significant 
and far-reaching of Assembly actions. 


Following the proposed integration the work of the IMC will be continued in the 
united body by a "Division of World Mission and Evangelism" and by increased em- 
phasis on the Church's mission in all aspects of WC work. 


Major addresses at the opening session will be given by Dr. W. A. Visser 't 
Hooft, WCC general secretary, on the history of the World Council from 1954 to 1961 
and by Bishop Lesslie Newbr.gin, London, general secretary of the International 
Missionary Council, on "The Development of the IM". 


Other main addresses will deal with the general theme and the sub-—themes. In 
addition to plenary sessions, there will be a series of section and committee meet- 
ings, 


Major items of business at plenary sessions will include: action on statements 
including a proposed expansion of the World Council's Fasis; Christian witness, 
proselytism and religious liberty; faith and order; international relations; so0- 
cial problems; evangelism; and relationships with other organizations and with 
non-member churches. 


The Assembly will also elect a Presidium of six church leaders representing 
various confessions and will also name a new Central Committee - the 90-member policy 
group which meets annually between Assemblies. The Presidium and Central Committee 
presently serving were named at the Evanston Assembly, in 1954. 


In addition to official Assembly sessions there will be several public rallies 
in which speakers will stress the importance of personal spiritual life, vocation 
and the public proclamation of the Gospel, Other unofficial meetings will deal 
with reports and interpretations of the main lines of World Council work, including 
the Christian impact on international political, economic and social life, the Bible 
and the Churches, missionary and evangelical work, the role of the laity in the 
quest for unity, and the activities of the WCC 's Division of Inter-Church Aid and 
service to Refugees. 


Worship services in many traditions are also being planned, including an open- 
ing service on Sunday morning, November 19, for all participants. Participants will 
also join in regular morning Bible study and in morning worship and evening prayers. 
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All the main Assembly meetings will be held in the Vigyan Bhavan Conference 
Hall, originally built by the Government of India to house a UNESCO conference, in

Swedish Leader Cites Gains in Church Relations 


(Stockholm) - The Archbishop of the Swedish National Church (Lutheran) , Dr. Gunnar 
Hultgren, has told a meeting in Stockholm that prospects for better relations and 
understanding between the National Church and the Free Churches have noticeably im- 
proved. 


Addressing 3,000 church leaders attending the triennial General Church Confer- 
ence, Dr. Hultgren cited the increased emphasis on evangelism, revivals and per- 
sonal witnessing in the National Church and "a clear sense of Christian social 
responsibilities" developed by the Free Churches. 


"The realization of the serious spiritual situation in the nation and the vision 
of a common Christian task must bring the denominations ever closer to each other," 
he said. EPS, Geneva. 


Sunday School Pictures of Christ in Working Clothes Approved 


(Milwaukee, Wisc.) - A Sunday School booklet for three-year old children illustrating 
Christ in knee-length trousers and short tunic-like shirt, rather than in the tradi- 
tional long flowing robe, has been endorsed by the General Council of the Evangeli- 
cal and Reformed Church (US). 


The Council approved the illustrations after Dr. Robert Koenig, of Philadelphia, 
director of the curriculum, reported that archeological researchers agree that work- 
ing men of Jesus' time customarily dressed in garb approximating short trousers and 
Shirt. The long robe in which Jesus is traditionally pictured, he said, was used 
‘as a combination overcoat-blanket for travel. 


Dr. James E. Wagner, president of the church, said, "I can more easily in- 
agine (Jesus) wielding his carpenter tools dressed like this than in the long robe 
with long sleeves in which he is usually pictured". EPS, Geneva. 


Russian Orthodox Official Visits WCC 

(Geneva) -~ Bishop Nikodim, head of the Office of Foreign Relations of the Moscow 
Patriarchate of the Russian Orthodox Church, paid a brief, informal visit to World 
Council of Churches! headquarters in Geneva, last week, 


The Orthodox leader, who was accompanied by Mr, Alexis Buevsky, secretary of 
the Department, made the stop at the invitation of WCC leaders, en route to Moscow 
from Paris, where he took part in the consecration as Bishop, of Archimandrite 


Alexis von der Mensbrugghe. 

. Bishop Nikodim was named last July to his present position to succeed Metro- 
politan Nikolai who had been the director since 1944. At 32 he is the youngest 
Bishop in the Russian Orthodox Church. EPS, Geneva. 
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Japanese Students Invite Korean Students to University 
(Tokyo) - A student-led movement to establish a "friends ship bridge" between Japan 


and South Korea has been initiated by students at the International Christian 
University, near Tokyo. 


First step in the movement has been an invitation to Korean students to study 
at the school. The movement was reported to have been originated by a senior at 
the university, Fujiya Kawashima, who spent three weeks at a Christian work camp 
near Seoul. University administration officials have given their backing to the 
programme. 


Dr. Maurice E. Troyor, a university vice-president said, "We are thrilled by 
the spirit and purpose of this proposal... (Wo hope) we may use scholarship funds 
that have been available for sometime to increase the scholarships and to realize 
an exchange of both students and faculty with Korea". 


The ICU is supported by mission boards of 15 Protestant denominations in the 
United States and Canada.

Verwoerd Says Reeves Deportation "No Affront to Church" 


(Capetown) - Dr. Hendrik Verwoerd, prime minister of the Union of South Africa, has 
been quoted in a radio report in Capetown as saying that the deportation of Anglican 
Bishop Ambrose Reeves of Johannesburg, last September, was "not an affront to the 
Anglican Church". 


However, said the braadcast, the government is "not prepared to give 
reasons" for its action in departing the bishop, who has been an outstanding critic 
Gots apartheid policy. 

The radio said the prime minister's statement was contained in a letter sent 
to Johannesburg church warden who had asked to know the motives behind the deporta- 
Hawa It quoted him as writing: 


"The individual was dealt with and not his Church, which undoubtedly does not 
take responsibility for what its members or clergy say or do in their private 
capacity." (See EPS No.35) EBS, Geneva. 


Catholic Archbishop Protests Against Articles on Protestant Clergy 


(London) - The Roman Catholic Archbishop of Liverpool has added his voice to Pro- 
testant protests of two articles in a British Sunday newspaper on the Free Church 
and Anglican clergy. 

Archbishop John C. Heenan said the articles in the London Observer failed to 
do justice to Protestant and Anglican clergy and “seemed more like a caricature" 


Commenting that he hoped it would not be “impertinent" for a Roman Catholic 
to speak out, Archbishop Heenan said that Protestant clergymen "as a body are dedi- 


cated men". 


ttt is impossible not to be impressed by their frugal living and the alacrity 
with which they respond to calls on their compassion," he said. "The poor, the 
sick, the young, the worried, and indeed the criminal turn to them as friends. The 
Pir -sacrifics and devoted charity of the wives of clergymen are also everywhere 
recognized and admired."

German Bishops Ask Study of Inter-Communion 


(Munich) - The Conference of Bishops of the United Evangolical Lutheran Church 
of Germany (VELKD) has instructed its committee on ecumenical relations to re-examine 
the question of inter-—communion. 


The Conference asked for the report following discussion of the request by the 
Lausanne Youth Assembly last July, that the churches give serious study to the 
question. The Conference unanimously affirmed that consultations on the subject 
between representatives of different churches or groups should be held within the 
framework of the World Council of Churches, the Lutheran World Federation or the 
Evangelical Church in Germany (EKD). EPS, Geneva. 


British Leaders Support Canterbury Visit to Pope 

(London) - Most Anglican and Free Church leaders in Great Britain are reported to 
have welcomed the projected visit of the Archbishop of Canterbury Dr. Gcoffrey 
Fisher, to Pope John XXIII in early December. (See EPS No.41) 


However, most have also cautioned that no dramatic developments should be 
expected from the meeting which will be the first between the head of the-Anglican 
Communion and the Pope since the Church of England split from Rome four hundred years

Im an interview last week the Archbishop expressed appreciation for the high 
degree of unanimity which greeted the announcement, but noted that comments that 
the story was of no particular news value because any previous Pope would have wel- 
comed a visit from any previous Archbishop of Canterbury, “missed the point". 


He said no previous Archbishop could have proposed such a visit without the 
certainty of insuperable misunderstandings. 


"Tt is true," Dr. Fisher declared, "that in one sense what may pass between the 
Pope and myself may be trivialitics. In another sense, the fact of talking tri- 
Vialities is-itself a portent of great significance. 


"That my proposed visit has already established, I hope, is that for the future 
Anglicans and Roman Catholics, and others too, can talk together freely and openly 
in a spirit of Christian friendship and fellowship, not seeking victory over anothey 
but as fellow-disciples in the service of the One Lord - learning, as Christians 
alxays must learn first, by talking with one another and speaking the truth as they 
peo. i in love." 


‘Anglican leaders who grceted the visit included the Bishop of Chelmsford, Dr, 
S. F. Allison, chairman of the Church of England Council of Inter-Church Relations, 
Dr. Allison said, "I warmly welcome the announcement... the Pope has given ample 
evidence of his desire to promote closer understanding between the Roman Catholic 
Church and the non-Roman Catholic Church." 

The Bishop of Bristol, Dr. Oliver 5. Tomkins, commented that “nothing but 
good can come out of their knowing each other better” and added that the meeting 
would be "an important step in the increasing personal relations growing up nowa- 
days between responsible church leaders in all parts of Christendom". 


The Rev. M. A. P. Wood, president of the Islington Conference of Anglican 
Evangelicals, commented, “a religious ‘summit! as a political one does not mean that 
the leaders endorse the policies that each pursues. There should be no loss of 


principle in the Head of the Anglican Communion meeting with the Head of the Roman 


Church, and if this meeting gives the mportunity for plain speaking on a number of

matters which divide the churches, good may come of it. 
One of the strongest notes of criticism from an Anglican came from the Rev. 


iJ, C. King, editor of the Church of England Newspaper, an unofficial publication. 
Many people,” he said, "would be happier about the visit if it were taking place on 
neutral ground and also perhaps with the Patriarch of the Orthodox Church present."

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"What must be borne in mind and what causes some perturbation among a good 
many Anglicans, is the fact that Rome has not shown herself ready in the slightest 
degree to change her attitude to other churches." 


The Chtirch of Ireland Gazette (Anglican) commented that "perhaps too much has 
been made of the meeting... We prefer to regard it as falling naturally in the 
sequence of events." It added that the present world situation makes it “unthink- 
able that the leaders of the churches should not be at least on calling texms". 


Free Church leaders also greeted the news with satisfaction, if reserve. 


Dr. Ernest A. Payne, secretary of the Baptist Union and vice-chairman of the 
World Council of Churches' Central Committee commented, “it is a timely visit, but 
people must not get too excited about it". 


Dr. R. H. S, Shepherd, a former Church of Scotland Moderator, commented 
that the meeting "can only lead to pleasant ties between the two people". 


An editorial in the Christian World, a Free Church publication, said, "it should 
not be considered a matter of serious ecclesiastical importance". 


A spokesman for the Council of Italian Evangelical Churchessaid the visit 
“does not raise any new problem, nor does it indicate any change of respective 
HoOcLeLONeS,~ « 


The Italian press has also given wide coverage to the story. 


The Roman Catholic newspaper Il Quotidiano warned its readers against expecting 
concessions of principle in the coming meeting. It declared, “It would be illogical 
to imagine that Dr. Fisher was inspired to his courteous action by a changed at- 
titude of the Anglican communion towards Catholicism. It would be even less reason- 
able to suppose that the Pope might modify Catholicism's positions of principle." 


Il Messaggero, Rome daily, said the visit was one of "extraordinary importance". 
Il Tempo, another Rome paper, commented that the visit together with "the hopes | 
aroused... by the intense preparations for the Second Vatican Council... echo 
Christ's desire that all baptized people may form one family". 


Meanwhile in Geneva, Dr. Visser 't Hooft, general secretary of the World Council 
of Churches, scored as “completely erroneous" early reports that plans for the meeting © 
had been initiated between the Archbishop and Roman Catholic observers attending 
the meeting of the WCC's Central Committee in St. Andrews, Scotland, in /\ugust. 
Dr. Visser 't Hooft said that correspondence concerning the proposed visit had 
been started long before the St. Andrews meeting.

Churches Challenged to Aid "Acute Human Need" 


(tuo Will Falie,-Pa,) — Churches of the world: have been challenged to undertake a 
vast programme of assistance to areas of acute human need at a meeting at Buck Hill 
Falls, Pennsylvania, (US). 


The administrative committee of the Division of Inter-Church Aid and Service to 
Refugees of the World Council of Churches heard plans for long-range comprehensive 
projects in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. The first such programme under the 
new scheme is the Bengal Refugee Service which is attempting to meet refugee needs 
imc loutta, Imdist> 9 (See EPS No.6) 


The group voted to send a two-man survey team to Chile next month to explore 
plans for a large-scale agricultural and rehabilitation demonstration project. The 
study will be made by Dr. Heinrich Puffert of Germany, the division's new research 
and survey secretary, and Friedel Peter, an agricultural expert who heads the Tech- 
nical Service Association, a Christian agency in Lahore, West Pakistan. 


Dr. Leslie EK. Cooke, director of the World Council division, said that new 
projects will be undertaken in co-operation with churches and Christian councils in 
the countries involved and include yersonnel from those countries working with 
international teams. 


The World Council agency reiterated its interest in the UN Food and Agricultural 
Organization's five-year "Freedom from Hunger" campaign. The emphasis coincides 
with the churches' expansion of efforts to meet acute human need, 


The committee heard of increasing programmes of material aid which include 
donations of powdered milk and cheese from Switzerland, drugs from Norway, and cloth- 
ing from Canada. These will be co-ordinated with the large on-going programmes 
such as the food and clothing distribution carried on through Church World Service 
for the US churches. 


Appeal for Congo 

In another major action of its three-day meeting the Administrative Committee 
issued an appeal for US81,000,000 for aid in the Congo. The funds will be used 
to underwrite a broad programme of aid ranging from immediate material relief to 
the establishment of secondary school training. 


The Committee made the appeal after hearing a report from a two-man World 
Council team which conducted an on-the-spot investigation of needs in the troubled 
new nation. 

The Rev. Hermann Witschi of the Evangelical Missionary Society of Basel, 
Switzerland, and the Rev. Heinrich Hellstern, director of Swiss HEKS, interchurch 
aid agency of the Swiss Churches, told the group that education for leadership was 
the primary need for the Congo. 


The committee voted to seek 500,000 from agencies related to member churches 
for the establishment of a Protestant secondary school in Leopoldville. The money 
which will be spent over a period of six years is for recruitment and salaries for 
teachers, equipment for the school, and scholarships for needy students, 


Local Protestant churches have agreed to provide the facilities for the school, 
teachers and boarding pupils. The project will be under the auspices of the Congo 
Protestant Council. Church leaders in the Congo told the investigation team that 
the country's great need was to fill the gap which exists between the primary 
school system and university cducation.

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The Committee also endorsed another relief programme of the Congo Protestant 
Council - the $500,000 praject for "Operation Doctor", through which one hundred 
doctors are being recruited for service in government and missions hospitals. “Se 
funds will underwrito the basic programme expected to cost $200,000 plus an additiona 

- $150,000 for drugs and $150,000 for food. 4 


The World Council of Churches has already sent $30,000 in cash for immediate 
relief use, Other contributions from the churches include almost a quarter of a : 
million dollars worth of drugs, plus laboratory equipment and food supplies sent by 
Church World Service (USA). ;

Service to Refugees from $900,000 in 1960 to $1,106,000 in 1961. This basic budge 
provides for ecumenical work camps, service to refugees, World Youth Projects, 
scholarships, health services, fraternal workers, and pilot projects in Asia, Africe 
and Latin America. . 


HEARD a report of funds received for World Council and other church-related 
projects in nearly fifty countries of $1,893,156 since Jmuary l. This is in ad- 
dition to the service programme budget and special emergency appeals. 


PROVIDED funds for the establishment of a multi-purpose centre in Tunis where 
there are 15,000 Algerian refugees at Thala in Kasserino province. The centre will 
include a feeding programme, a clinic and play facilities for refugee and Tunisian — 
children, and other services. The programme will be undertaken in co-operation wit! 
‘the Tunisian government, the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees, and the 
League of Red Cross Societies. 


ENDORSED for listing a wide range of service projects around the world, in- 
cluding new projects in Israel, Madagascar and Nigeria. 


LEARNED that the World Council had resettled 10,000 refugees so far in 1960 
and received over $4,600,000 for special World Refugee Year projects.
